Dr. John G. Rutherford, chief veter- 
inary surgeon of Canada, appeared on 
Thursday before the select standing 
committee on colonization and agricul- | 
ture and gave evidence. He spoke 
principally on glanders in horses, but | 
touched also upon diseases in other ani- 
maig,-ghowing how..infectious arécon 
tagious’ the dis@¢ase is @vén to human | 
beings. In’ opening Dr. Rutherford 
read a report showing that since he| 
had become chief of the veterinary de- | 
partment there had been many im- 
provements made, all for the good of 
the farmer and his live stock: Quar- 
antine stations had been established at 
the different points where the horses | 
and cattle are principally exported or | 
imported and these the inspectors are | 
At regularly as well as being at the| 
smaller places. 

Dr. Rutherford followed with his evi- | 
dence. It was of an important nature, | 
and was attentively listened to bythe 
members of the committee. He ex-| 
plained that up till 1902 the provincial |
